Sm—In compliance with your request, I have the honor to 
submit the following report of the operations of this office from 
the 9th day of February, 1857, the date of my commission and 
qualification as swamp land secretary, to the 30th of Septem- 
ber 1858, inclusive: 


E RECORDS, PAPERS, MAPS, INSTRUMENTS, ETC. 


By the fifth section of the swamp land- (supplementary) — ; 
approved 13th January, 1857, it was made the duty of the 
swamp land secretary to take charge of all the books, maps, 
records, papers, contracts and all the furniture and property of 
every description or nature, bélonging to the former swamp 
land commissioners. All of such property as pertained to the 


office of said commissioners, was promptly delivered to me by . 


their sécretary, and all engineering instruments, or other pro- 
perty, that I have been able to find in the hands of other per- 


| | 
sons, I have taken charge of and preserved for the use of the 
swamp land department. In one instance property to the 
amount of $425 had been sold by the “ae as useless | 
to them, but not paid for, and' by your direction, that amount 
was paid into the treasury by the purchaser, and a duplicate of | 
the treasurer’s receipt filed in this office. The engineering in- 
struments turned over to me were found to, be very much worn, 
but with some repairing they have been made to subserve the l 
uses for which they were intended, without purchasing others. 
Through the careless and extr avagant policy heretofore pur- . 
sued, by the first and second boards of commissioners especially, 
no small amount has been lost to the swamp land fund in the 
single item of instruments, as well ds in other personal pro- 
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perty, bought for the use of the Mr ing department. No. 
schedule nor account of the disposition of such ‘property ‘was 
ever k ept by any of the dome ssloners, notwithstanding it | may 
be seen upon examination of their records that several thou- 
sand dollars, in all, was;allowed and expended therefor. 


The records of the: swamp land commissioners, excepting 
those of the last board, and especially those of the original 
board, are for the most part vague, unintelligible and very Pet 
confused, and many of the most “impot tánt papers’ are lost or 
mislaid. There are severa alinatatcss where estimates of levee, 
work done under contract, were made by the > engineers, ‘amdited | 
and allowed by the conimissioners, and the “contractors paid | 
therefor, yet the contr acts cannot be: found, among ‘the files, of the, 
office. Ite seems that no record of them was: kept, but that each, 3 
contractor was allowed to take his contract or leave it with thé. 
commissioners, at his option. The applications received by the 
first board for entries of swamp and overflowed: landsj.and the 
contracts and estimates acted upon .by the commissioners were - | 
not filed.or arranged | in any boucd ie when received: by: | 
me.

with the plats and all instructions necessary for the prosecution 
of their laboîs; the others, being well acquainted with the lands * 
lying in their Domen, have assured me that there are none of 
the character conte »plated by: the. act of. Congress, but what 
have already been selected.. Some of the agents furnished, as 
above stated, have not yet forwarded. any lists of selections. 
The plats used by the agents acting under the swamp land com- 
missioners were found to be defective and too much worn for 

‘use, hence, it has been necessary to make out new ones entire-

In designating upon the plats the lands which sm not to be 
examined by the Selecting agents, I have included those seléc- 
tions previously reported but not certified for confirmation by 
the surveyor general of this state, among such designatio 8; 
for it was deemed useless to put upon the agents, without any 
hope of Tomuneratioi, the labor of ¢ again selecting and report- 
ing them, when they are to be subjected to the same test of' the 
E soria d in the surveyor generals office; by which extra- 
ordinàry requirement of the commissioner of the general land 
office, thousands of acres are doubtless withheld from the hate 
that would inure to her under the act of Congress of Septem- 
ber 28, 1850, if the oaths of respectable and "pe we 
‘were received as conclusive testimony. 

As required by the fifth section of the act under which I was 
appointed, I-have made out and preserved accurate transcripts 
of the numbers of the swamp and overflowed lands selected by: 
the locating agents in their respective counties, separately; from 
which transcripts I have excluded all selections previously 
made and reported. A few lists of selections made by agents 
in the service of the swamp land conimissioners were forward- 
ed to me, and whenéver it was found that they had not been 
previously reported, I received them and certified to your excel- 
lency, as required by law, the amounts due to the agents re- 
spectively, for selecting said lands. 

The following is a statement of the quantity of land selected 
by those of the agents appointed by your excellency, under the 
act of December 30, 1856, who have forwarded lists of their 
selections to this office—sho wing the quantity of such selections 
that have been recommended for confirmation by the surveyor 
general of this state, and the quantity certified by him as not 
being swamp and overflowed, by the field notes in his office:

In the re port ‘of the board of — land cótrimissioners, 


| made to your excellency tlié 5th of October, 1854; it Was stated 


that 10,324,915 75-100 acres of “ swamp and overflowed lands” 
in all had been selected for the state up to that time. The sur- 
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' veyor general of this state, in his. annual report of 28th Octo- 


ber, 1856, to the commissioner of the general land office, said: 

* No little. difficulty has. been. experienced in arranging the 
disorderly materials presented.in many of the reports of the 
locating agents. . Tracts. of land certified to your office years 
ago asswamp, and overflowed, by the field; notes, are again 
and again brought forward in the several lists for examiaation, 


and in many instances the entire reports of “the agents are made 
up of lands of this character.” È, l i 


. From the above extract it is clear that the estimate of the 
commissioners referred to, was largely over.the true number of 
acres selected. I have ‘therefore procured from the office of 
the surveyor general a statement of the.total number of acres 
selected but once, and reported, from that office to the commis- 
sioner of the general. land office, at Washington City; which 
total includes all selections - ‘ever made for the state, up to De- 
cember 30, 1856, when the office of swamp lard commissioners 
was abolished:

It has been difficult, as your excellency i is 'aware, to procure 
the services of suitable selecting agents at the existing rates of 
compensation, especially when théy find that they have to wait 
for their pay until their selections, or so much of them as are 
recommended, have been confirmed. E change i in this particu- 
lar is necessary, so as to make the compensation an inducement 
to agents to go forward and select the remainder of the swamp 
and overflowed lands inuring to the state, and thereby expedite 
and give full effect to the grant. There are doubtless, hun- 
dreds of tracts, coming within the purview of the grant, still 
unselected, but as these are not in compact bodies, and seldom 
to be found in contiguous sections, greater labor and more tir e

: In connection with this subject, I deem it proper to mention 
the condition of :certain lakes and low-lands in-this state, and 
particularly ; a section of country in the north-eastern counties, 
known as the ‘sunk lands” of the St. Francis ' river, situated 
in townships. 11, 12, 13, 14 and 15 north, range 6' east, and rep- 
resented as embracing about 44,000 acres. "Portions of these 
lands, itis reliably stated, have, since the original surveys be- 
come sufficiently, dry for cultivation, and itis highly probable 
that ihe 'majority, if not: all of them, may; when surveyed, be 
treated as, swamp and overflowed, and. selected, as such. - -And 
there may be, .as has heretofore proven to be the. case, lakes 
with areas of.several square miles in the same condition, that 
have been reclaimed by draining, or by process:of nature, and 
only remain to be surveyed, when thousands of acres will 
es accrue to the state, if such lands should. be regarded as 
coming within the purview of the grant. "The legislature 

might, if it be deemed necessary, adopt a joint. resolution in-

The tables accompanying this report, marked i in alphabetical 
order from “A” to“ D” inclusive, exhibit correct statements of 
the amounts certified from this office to your excellency, on the 
various accounts mentioned. PO | 

A satisfactory. review of the levee work performed within 
the last two years; under the unfinished contracts, let out by the 
swamp land commissioners, may be gained, from tabular state- 
ments “ ‘A, » showing, as they do, that” very many of those con- 


tracts have been ‘completed, and that the object of the act of

December 30, 1856, in that respect, is almost accomplished. 
Several of the old contracts, it will be perceived, still remain 
unfinished, but these will ere long expire. | | 
Some of the levee work certified, was reported to have been 
‘done under verbal contracts with the swamp land commission- 
ers, and a portion under the eighteenth section of “an act to 
provide for the reclamation of the swamp and overflowed lands 
donated to this state by the United States," approved January 
6, 1851, while some was done under contracts out of date. But 
in every case it was first ascertained, from all the facts, that the 
work had been done in good faith, whieh, taken with the con- 
clusive fact in many of the cases, that the, commissioners had 
already made allowance in part payment for the identical work 
reported, was deemed sufficient to entitle the claimant in each 
case to the amount estimated by the engineer to be due him, 
after deducting every payment made by the commissioners. 
The total amount in dollars and cents, certified for levee and 
‘ditch work done under the old contracts and as above stated, 
within the Helena, Pine Bluff and Jacksonport districts, as they 
were defined prior to the act of December 30, 1856, is $291,- 
943 09, required to be paid in swamp land scrip, under the laws 
in force prior to the date of said act. 


The keeping of a correct account with each person who per- 
formed work under the old contracts; has been attended with 
some difficülty. Many of them' were transferred, frequently 
again and again, and the work done under them was conse- 
quently estimated and reported in the names of different per- 
sons and at different times. In letting out the contracts this 
should have been provided against, as it has tended to confu- 
sion, and has doubtless afforded opportunities for the commis- 
sion of frauds upon the state. The old contracts were defec- 
tive in many respects, and particularly for the reason that they 
did not contain any notes for the dimensions of the levee. con- 
tracted to be built. The engineer, W. B. Gaw, who was re- 
moved from office by your excellency, in April last, had com- 
menced the practice of frauds in his estimates of work done 
under these old contracts. But, fortunately for the state, he

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was detected, ‘and his malfeasance as ‘engineér arrested before 
serious loss ensued therefrom. ~ 

It will be seen by thé ‘tabular statement already referred to 
that “shrinkage” was added on some of thé levee work done 
under the old contracts, which was allowed and: recommended 
by the engineer as just, where the work had been done a cer: 
tain length of time before being measured: The rulé was ad- 
hered to by the swamp land commissioners. Under the new 
contracts neither shrinkage nor wastage can be claimed. 

Tabular statement “B” exhibits the amounts certified to 
your excelleney as ineidental claims incurred by the swamp 
land commissioners, ahd other claims upon the swamp land 
fund, required to be paid in scrip—on what account and to 
whom such claims were due, and the date certified. Total 
amount $1,890 82. 

By tabular statement “C” a correct exhibit i is made of the 
total amount of levee work done in the Helena, Little Rock 
and Champagnolle swamp land districts, respectively, under 
contracts made and entered into upon the provisions and in the 
manner prescribed by the swamp land (supplementary) act of 
January 13, 1857, requiring payments for levee work to be made 
in specie—which tabular statements show, also, the number of 
- cubic yards, and the estimated amounts therefor at 15 and 20 
cents per cubic yard certified for payment, the dates certified, 
names of conttactors and description of the contracts. Total 
amount certified for levee work done as above-stated, within 
the districts specified, $149,401 09. S 

The new contracts made and entered into as above stated, 
were doubtless as well guarded in their provisions and require- 
ments'to prevent frauds as it was possible to make them, yet, it 
has been found that over-estimates were made by the engi- 
neer, W.B. Gaw; of work done on not less than three of those 
in the Helena district. To do that, he was compelled to resort 
to downright falsification in his reports. It is impossible from 
the very nature of the business of measuring and reporting 
levee work, to have sufficient guards for preventing imposition, 
if it is compatible with the éngineer's conscience to practice it. 
Hence, the chief guard to be relied upon is the engineer's hon-

esty, and it is but.justice to remark, in this connection, that 
gentlemen have been found for the business whose integrity 
and qualifications are unquestionable. 

It was designed to accompany this report with a statement 
of the total amount of levee work now under contract, in -addi- 
tion to that already paid for, bui some of the contracts recently 


let out have not yet been filed.in this office; hence, the state- | 


ment could not be full if made. 

Tabular statements «D» exhibit. the amounts certified to 
your excellency as the per diem of engineers and their contin- 
gent expenses, (which includes services of assistants, travelling 
expenses, transportation of instruments, stationery and post- 
age,)the salary of the swamp laud " and contingent 
expenses of his office, (which includes amounts paid for sta- 
Aionery, postage, blanks for plats, fuel and repairing instru- 
ments, for all of which vouchers are filed,) and other incidental 
claims upon the swamp land fund, required to be paid im specie.

Tabular statement “E” exhibits the amounts for levee work 
and ditching allowed and certified to the auditor, for payment, 
by the last board of swamp land commissioners, subsequent to 
their report for 1855—6, at their meeting in December, 1856, 
compiled from the records of said board in this office. Total 
amount $12,654 22. | 

Said statement also exhibits the amount of. warrants drawn 
by the auditor since the 1st day of October, 1856, upon certifi- 
cates issued by the swamp land commissioners, payable in 
Helena; Pine Bluff and generalscrip. For work done under 
the contracts let out by the first board of commissioners, before 
the 12th of January, 1853, general scrip was required to be 
issüed in payment.
